Quill was obvious startled when 
the majority of the jammed cham- 
ber booed him at the conclusion of 
his testimony. He halted on his way 
out of the room, to return to the 
speakers’ desk and shouted: 

“Those who boo have the same 
mentality as people who write 
phone numbers in telephone booths 
and verses on toilet walls! They 
don’t worry me!” | 

With that slanderous note against 
the hearing participants, Quill 
stormed out of the chamber. 

From good authority the Daily 
Worker learned that Quill and 
other unidentified persons who ad- 
vocate a fare had met with 
the Mayor, Monday before the 
transit leader sent his telegram to 
the Mayor. 

When questioned by this reporter 
at City Hall yesterday as to the 
authenticity of this report, Quill 
replied:

“I will admit that the initial 
strike of 8,000 employes of the 
privately owned lines will look the 
tail wagging the dog, when com- 
pared to the 33,000 subway worke 
ers, but you can be sure that this 
time this tail will be wagging a 
very sympathetic dog.” 
| Quill concluded by saying that 
the people of’ New York City “have 
been abandoned by Gov.

In Szechuan province, for years a reservoir of 
manpower and food, the Generalissimo, Was com- 
pelled to declare martial law in 13 districts near 
the Shensi border on March 12.

Only the battered army which fled from the Yenan 
area stands between these peasants and the vic- 
torious Peoples Army.

1 GRIP of the Association of Catho- 
lic Trade Unionists upon the CIO's 

hierarchy is beginning to show up very 
strongly. Top CIO leaders are preparing 
to take on the main burden of a policy of 
kowtowing to management in the months ahead.

Lest Joseph Curran of the NMU continue in his boast 
that he initiated the suit challenging the affidavit, it 
should be noted that the majority judges referred to his 
own red-baiting in the union as evidence in support of 
their contention against the union’s case. 

When an eminent jurist like Prettyman cannot find 
anything in our court annals to uphold the ery that Com- 
munists are “subversive,” it is time for people to ask, 
What's all this shouting about, anyway?” Nor have the 


majority judges cited an iota of such evidence. 


The decision only emphasizes that to this day the 
opponents -of Communism have ‘not been able to prove 
their lying “case” against the Communists. The immedi- 


ate aims and Socialist goal of the Communists, and their 


activities, are a matter of public record. The so-called 
„ease which has been framed against Communism by its 
enemies is proving, however, to be a handy weapon in 
crippling the strength of the trade unions.

Tour Is War Build-Up

Marshall are stewing some high class brew with which to wash their Jimcrow Army 
and Jimcrow war down the throats of the Negro people. Main ingredients of the brew 


are to be publicity blurbs by Ne- 
gro editors now touring Germany 
at the government's invitation. 
So don’t say you weren't warned 
when you read the Negroes-are 
doing-fine-in-the-US. Army stuff 
signed by the big-name pundits 
of the Negro press. 

Louis T. Martin, pro-Truman 
editor of the Michigan Chronicle, 
set the stage for the coming bar- 
rage of pro-imperialist propa- 
ganda in an article carried last 
week in his paper. He described 
how anxious the American Army 
officials in Germany were to have 
the visiting VIP’s (very impor- 
tant persons) inspect “the 9,267 
colored troops in their com- 
mands.” So far the situation was 
normal: the main Negro outfit 


was a trucking battalion officered — 
by Negroes who “have won the 


commendations of the top brass.” 
„ 


HE GROUP ran into one ab- 

normal development. A Ne- 
gro sergeant, Walter Henderson, 
of: Chicago, had distinguished 
himself in teaching democracy to 
German youth, as a part of the 
Army’s German youth program. 
That struck me as being ironic, 
because the same Army which as- 
signs a Negro to teach German 
youth democratic principles re- 
fuses to accept these same prin- 
ciples when they apply to that 
same Negro. The whole~ thing 
passed over the heads of the Ne- 
gro publishers and editors. 

In fact, Martin wrote as if he 


appreciated the condescension 
and flattery of Afmy leaders in 


Germany, even as he and the 
others reviewed Jimcrow estab- 


lishments—symbols of the Army’s 
white supremacy policies, 
„ 

EFORE THE EDITORS write 

their report and spread the 
“virtues” of a Jimcrow Army be- 
fore their readers, I'd like to re- 
mind them of a few things that 
are still fresh in the Negro ex- 
GI’s memory. Many of us re- 
member having to stand in a line- 
up in the little town of Limbach, 
urt, 
while a German woman tried to 
identify a “tall. dark man” who 
had allegedly attempted to at- 
tack her the night before. The 


enemy soldiers were hiding in the - 


mores exposed our men physically 
and corroded their morale. 

We remember the “Negro 
towns” and “white towns” in Eng- 
land, where our Jimcrow army 
divided the English villagers into 
partisans of America’s battle of 
the color line. 

We remember rotting in the 
replacement depots in France 
after returning from hospiials— 
numbers instead of mien—because 
Army Jimcrow restricted Ne- 
groes to service branches,

REMEMBER one incident that 

all of the finely polished blurbs 
cannot cover: My artillery battal- 
ion had been pulled back after 
six months of combat through the 
Bulge. and on to meet the Red 
Army near Chemnitz. We were 
assigned quarters near Kassel in 
a lovely colony, formerly occupied 
Ly the Reichminister of Arms 
Froduction. 

We felt fine on that May morn- 
ing as we settled in the well-ap- 
pointed cottages and learned that 
our commander had been able to 
get passes for one man from each 
of our batteries. We felt better 
the next day when seven men 
drove away in a weapons carrier 
for a resort spot in Holland. 

But the good feeling was all 
over in the morning. 


enen 


The seven 


men were back in their quarters 
without their three-day rest leave. 

Can vou imagine what that 
damned lieutenant told us when 
we drove up?“ one of the men 
asked rhetorically. “He smiled 
and said that he was sorry but 
‘we haven't got the camp for you 
boys ready yet’.” 

I'd like to remind the editors 
of some of the things that Negro 
soldiers remember. Jimcrow 

wasn’t nice to them and it was 
bad for America. 


1 GENTLEMEN of the press 

should also be advised—if they 
have not already learned from 
press clippings sent them— 
that the Negro people are ready 
now for 100 percent equality. They 


are repudiating Jimcrow and all 


its works with everything they 
have. And if they are not in 
favor of Jimcrow in any form, it 
stands to réason that they are 
not in any mood to support a war 


which would strengthen the Jim- 


crow system at home and spread 
it abroad. 

I hope the Negro editors who 
have a grave responsibility to the 
Negro people will not trade the 
tradition of freedom for the flat- 
tery of a Jimcrow junket and the 
lush advertising of a political 
campaign.
